Memorials Untranscribed. 

The number of Memorials untranscribed on ]st January 1859, was 5,582 
Ditto - - ditto - - on 1st January 1860, was 3,459 

Ditto - - ditto - - on 1st January 1861 , was 3,010 



Transcripts not Compared. 

It cannot be stated with certainty whether the Memorials were compared in earlier 
periods of the Registry, but from the correct state in which the first 300 volumes of tran- 
scripts appear, it is presumed these were compared ; they contain 249,254 memorials, the 
last being registered 31st December 1785. From the latter date down to 14tli September 
1814, the number of memorials registered is 217,482 which would not appear to have been 
compared. The comparison was taken up from September 1814 down to 30th June 1858, 
when the pressure of other business interfered. 

Of the transcripts actually written from the above date of 30th June 1858, 

the number not compared on 1 st January 1859, was - - - - - 5,816 

Of those written up to 1 st January 1860, the number which remained uncom- 
pared on that date was - -- -- -- -- - 15,023 

And of those written up to 1st January 1861, the number which remained 

uncompared on that date was ------ " 27,240 

In giving abstracts upon negative searches, these are checked against the verified 
abstract books, or where such do not exist in the earlier years, against the original 
memorials. 



The Sectional Parties’ Names Indexes 

Are compared and complete on the original series up to and including the 22nd day of 
July instant ( 1861 ), and part of 23d July, and are always kept entered and checked 
complete to within a few days, for the general use of the office and the public. The 
duplicate is entered up to 15th July 1861, with the exception that some back entries for 
the latter part of the year 1860 are yet to be made in the duplicate copy. The duplicate 
is compared up to the early part of the year 1858. 



The Lands Indexes 

Are compared and complete upon the original and duplicate series up to and including 
the lith day of May 1861 '. 



The Consolidated Parties’ Names Indexes, 

Under the Act 2 &. 3 Wm. 4, c. 87, are complete and compared on the original series, from 
their first institution on 1 st January 1833, to and including the decennial period ending 31st 
December, 1849, with the following exceptions after stated. A duplicate copy of the series- 
1833-1839 has also been made. 

Letter S of the series 1840-1849 is in hands, being compared. Letters' P and R of same 
series are in hands, being engrossed. 

' Letters 
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Letters L, 0, Q, T, U, X, Y, Z of same series, are yet to be consolidated and engrossed, 
but the most of these letters have only few entries. 

Of the Parties’ Names Indexes prior to 1st January 1833, those for one decennial period, 
viz. 1800-1809 inclusive, have been consolidated on the original, according to 2 & 3 
Wm, 4, c. 87, are compared, and in use.
